Frequency 


On the reproduction of bird-songs Mr. 
Koch has something interesting to say 
about frequency. He explains that 
frequency means the number of waves 
which a sound coming from a vibrating 
body contains. The more vibrations the 
higher the pitch, and conversely. A 
frequency of 300 means that the sound 
involves 300 vibrations per second. The 
human ear, it is stated, is aware of 
frequencies ranging between 16 and 20,000 
vibrations, but the untrained ear ceases to 
hear accurately above 5,000. This hardly 
matters in practice, Mr. Koch says, as 
human speech, song and music range in 
frequency between 16 and 4,000. In 
making these bird-song records a useful 
piece of work was performed in the Parlo- 
phone laboratories in establishing the 
approximate frequencies of bird-songs. In 
the songs recorded it was found that the 
highest range of frequency occurred in 
the wren, 3,000 to 5,100, and the lowest 
in the wood-pigeon, 390 to 520. 


Modern War 
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By Captain J. R. Kennedy. London: Hutehin- 
son. 12/6 net. 


GREAT deal of what Captain J. R. 
Kennedy says in his book om modern 

war was borne out by the recent debate 
a Britain’s defence policy in the House 
of Commons. There we had the Minister 
for Defence declaring once again that the 
Navy is Britain’s first line of defence, 
while a considerable part of the debate 
itself was taken up with argument over 
the minor detail of whether the Fleet Air 
Arm should be controlled by the Admiralty 
or the Air Council. It is Captain 
Kennedy 's case that defence should be 
looked upon as a whole, and not, as is the 
case at present, from the points of view 
of the Army, the Navy and the Air Force 
respectively. If all that he says is true 
the Chiefs of Staff and the civil servants 
who guide the Committee of Imperial 
Defence are more concerned with keeping 
up the ends of their own branches of the 
Service than they are with formulating a 
defence policy which might result in any 
one of their services being relegated to a 
position inferior to that of the others. In

The Really Woolly West

Issues in Spain 


Rumours of a truce in the Spanish war 
continue; but for the moment there does 
not seem to be much foundation for them. 
Fighting in the Peninsula shows no sign of 
abatement. Not only in the sector around 
Madrid, but on all the other so-called 
“fronts.” both sides are attacking and 
counter-attacking with increasing ferocity, 
and both appear to be convinced that they 
| are on the eve of victory. In actual fact 
something very like stale-mate has been 
reached. When the war began all the 
odds were on General Franco. He had the 
Spanish Army, with all its organisation 
and discipline—such as they were—behind 
him. He had an almost unlimited supply 
of Moorish troops from North Africa, and 
he had the secret support of two of the 
strongest military Powers in the world. 
On the other side, the Spanish Govern. 
ment was left without a military force. 
It was compelled to improvise an army. 
It had virtually no artillery, no tanks, 
and very few machine-guns of any value ; 
and the militia, which it contrived to arm 
with old fashioned rifles, was the veriest 
rabble. The Spanish are a strange people, 
and they have made up for what they 
lacked in matériel by an élan which has 
astonished the world. From the very 
beginning a false dilemma was created by 
vested interests in Spain.and out of it. 
It was made to appear as if the only 
alternatives were Fascism and Com- 
munism. The Spanish people were told 
that they must choose between a ruthless 
dictatorship, worse even than that under 
which they had groaned during the Primo 
di Rivera period, and a rule of “ Red ”’ 
terror, in which everybody would set out 
to murder everybody else. Sides were 
taken immediately. The “ haves’ ranged 
themselves behind the Franco insurgents ; 
the “ have nots

Each party lied brazenly 
and scandalously about the other, with 
the result that the war was waged with 
unprecedented cruelty. The horrible deeds 
that have been committed in Spain during 
ere last few months beggar description. 
History will deal impartially but sternly, 
with those who have been responsible for 
them. 

From the outset the danger was that 
the struggle between the two opposing 
forces in Spain might be,extended to 
include most of the other nations in 
Europe. It was obvious that Germany 
and Italy would be anxious to prevent 
the establishment of an extreme Left 
régime in the and just as 
obvious that Russia and France would 
wish to prevent the establishment of a 
Fascist State. Nobody ever seemed to 
think that a happy medium might be 
possible—that in the long run Spanieh 
liberalism might triumph over both 
extremes, and that a reasonably civilised 
Government might be the result. The 
Pact of Non-Intervention was signed ; but 
it has been honoured more in the breach 
than in the While the 
several Governments involved have been 
protesting loudly that they are free from 
all blame, and are accusing the others of 
gross dishonesty, the fact remains chat 
nearly all the signatories of the Non- 
Intervention Pact have been false to their 
undertakings.

The Celts 


Who were the Celts? What was their 
true contribution to the growth of Europe? 
The answers to these questions are begin- 
ning to be established by science, replac- 
ing the wild guesses and sentimental 
theories which have passed muster so 
long. In the years since the Great War 
remarkable progress has been made, and 
the pith of the new knowledge was con- 
veyed inthis years Sir John Rhys 
Memorial Lecture in the rooms of the 
British Academy. The lecturer was Mr. 
J. M. de Navarro, F.S.A., of Cambridge. 
He told how the Celtic culture reached out 
in the second half of the last millennium 
B.C., from the Atlantic coasts into 
north-west Asia Minor, with breaks in 
continuity, but in undoubted supremacy. 
In this period the Celts “ emerged from 
the strange half-light which heralds the 
dawn of written history” The Celtic 
civilisation is traced chiefly in its artistic 
remains. It was, in fact, a peculiar 
culture, which ran far beyond the bounds 
of territory of a certain race. In this art 
“the savagery of Oriental masks and 
beast-motifs with gracious plant-patterns 
derived from Southern Europe ”’ 
fused and harmonised into something 
peculiar and characteristic—the beauty 
which we still admire on the shields of the 
Celts that have been dug up in Britain 
and Gaul. The lecturer proposed a 
plausible reason for the extension of this 
culture swiftly over a vast area. It 
originated, he said, among a highly 
aristocratic people, who were patrons of 
craftsmen. Not peoples, but craftsmen 
migrated. Rich lerds employed the 
artistic workers who could make for them 
splendid pieces of metal-work and could 
adorn their dwellings. Far spread, these 
Celtic craftsmen drew to themselves 
elements of Oriental and classical art, and 
welded them into “a highly individual 
unity ''; they attained thereby “an 
artistic eminence scarcely equalled in 
barbaric Europe.’’ This gives us, perhaps, 
a more convincing estimate of the Celts 
than has been presented to us hitherto, 
and enables us to see our own country as 
the home of an art, cultivated here with 
especial purity and thoroughness, which 
belonged to a large world. In antiquity, 
therefore, Ireland was not the sequestered 
land which. some have supposed. Even in 
those times, there was intercourse between 
lands and peoples close enough to carry 
fashions across a continent. If cubist 
furniture is the fashion from a Dublin 
suburb to Bukharest now, the same grave 
furniture was the rule from the tomba of 
the Gaels to those of the Galicians, whom 
St. Paul knew. The world is a small 
place now; but, in truth, it never was 
large, There never was a time when this 
country, or any other in Europe, could be 
studied rightly apart from 
work. 
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Clean Milk 


The Milk and Dairies Act was passed 
through the Oireachtas in 1056, and the 
general public may think it a little strange 
that its most valuable provisions should 
not have been put into operation until 
now. Nevertheless, the new regulations of 
the Ministry for Local Government and 
Public Health, while they come late in the 
day, are none the less welcome. They 
announce the conditions under which milk 
may be produced and sold m the Free 
State, and they deal with them in a 
manner which at first sight may seem to 
be almost too meticulous. Under them, 
the whole business of production and dis 
tribution will be governed by very strict 
rules. As regards the dairies, they will 
ensure that the lighting and ventilation 
shall be adequate, that the milking shall 
be carried out properly, and that the 
premises shall be kept absolutely clean. 
The shops in which the milk is sold to 
the public, whether in Dublin or else 
where, will have to observe rules that are 
equally drastic; for the Act governs 
almost everything from the cleanliness of 
the milk vessels to the cleanliness of the 
clothes worn by the people who sell the 
milk. One might smile at all these evi- 
dences of fatherly care if it were not for 
the fact that cleanliness in milk is really

Insurance Against War 


From January ist next goods or 
property will not be insurable against the 
risks of war, either here or on 
Continent, as a short time ago under- 
writers at Lloyd's agreed that such 
insurance would not be accepted. This 
came about as a result of the civil war in 
Spain, as there was eight hundred thou- 
sand pounds worth of nitrate shipped from 
South America to Spain, which was 
insured against all risks, but the bulk was 
used for the manufacture of explosives 
by both sides. Many people owning pro- 
perty in Spain foresaw trouble brewinz 
months before the start of the war, and 
took out policies covering war risks. 
Underwriters accepted this without ques- 
tion, for they did not think that war be- 
tween different countries was probable. 
and never even considered a civil War. 
Now claims running into several million 
pounds have all to be dealt with. This 
situation is likely to bring about a some- 
what unusual position, as during the 
Great War risk insurance was accepted by 
the Government, and in the event of 
future hostilities it is probable that the 
same thing will happen again, but in 
the meanwhile insurers will be unable to 
protect themselves. It is interesting to 
note that the United States of America 
and Canada are exempt from the pro- 
visions of the underwriters.

WHAT STEPS? 


Captain Ramsay (Conservative) asked 
the Home Secretary what steps His 
Majesty’s Government had taken or pro- 
posed to take under the Foreign Enlist- 
ment Act of 1870 against those British 
subjects who had proceeded to Spain in 
order to take active part in the civil war 
of that country. 

Sir Donald Somervell (Attorney- 
General) replied:—“‘I have had some 
information which is under consideration. 
If Captain Ramsay has ‘himself any 
information on the subject I should be 
glad if he would communicate it to me.” 

Mr. Eden, replying to Captain Ramsay, 
said that he had received reports from 
Britain’s representatives in Madrid and 
Barcelona, and from “other sources, of 
executions carried out in those towns. He 
had also received unconfirmed information 
of executions in insurgent territory. Such 
information by its very nature was diffi- 
cult to confirm. It was not pofible to 
give the House any specific instanves, but 
from the facts at his disposal it was not 
possible to deny that executions had taken 
place on a deplorable scale. 


VOLUNTEERS 


A notification that Poland has decided 
to enforce existing legislation to stop 
Polish volunteers going to Spain is con- 
tained in a Note handed to Lord Plymouth, 
Chairman of the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee, Reuter learns. 

The French ex-Service Men’s Associa- 
tion has launched a strong appeal to the 
Government to prevent French volunteers 
from being allowed to join either side in 
the Spanish civil war, and asking that a 
bill should be introduced to prevent. all 
propaganda in favour of enrolment. 

Ninety-one more Irish volunteers arrived 
at Lisbon on Friday on their way to join 
General O’Duffy’s contingent, which is 
understood to be concentrating round 
Talavera. 


SHELL NEAR U.S. GUNBOAT 


The United States State Department 
announced yesterday that the Spanish in 
surgent.warship Espana on Thursday fired 
two shells into Port Musel, on the 
northern coast of Spain, one of which 
hit the water 500 yards from the American 
gunboat Erie.

BROUGHT BY 'PLANE 


The Premier's letter was brought to 
Nanking by General Chiang Tin-wen, who 
arrived after a two days aeroplane 
journey from Sian-fu. Chiang Tin-wen was 
captured at the same time as the Premier, 
and has been a prisoner of the “ Young 
Marshal,”’ Chang Hsueh-liang.

The price of flour has been hitherto 47s. 
per sack of 280Ib. 

The Order.now made by the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce is for the 
purposes of the Bread (Regulation of 
Prices) Act passed during the present year. 
It will probably have an effect on the 
price of bread in the near future. 

By an Order mad. on 2nd November it 
was indicated that when the price of flour 
rose to between the figures of 49s. and 52s. 
per sack of 280lb. there should be a corre- 
spending increase of jd. in the 4lb. loaf 
Under the Act the Minister is empowered 
to make such an Order.
